Notes with a Purpose (NWP) is a nonprofit, 501(c)(3) corporation based in the state of Nevada, dedicated 
to investing in effective educational and societal enrichment through creative music programming for 
Las Vegas. In the first twelve months, over 18,000 people were engaged through NWP's outreach 
programs. 

In line with that mission, I have created and executed the following programs that impact underserved 
youth and adults with arts education and exposure: 

- The Music JuiceBox Series: Week-long Interactive Performance tours - given by Carnegie Hall musicians 

- for elementary schoolchildren (in designated Title I schools) to introduce young ears to classical music. 

- Wednesdays Live at the Mission: High school music students provide live music - every week - to diners 
at Las Vegas' busiest downtown shelter and addiction recovery program. 

-The Lullaby Project (as affiliate partner of Carnegie Hall): Strengthening the bond with mother and 
expected baby by pairing university jazz students with these mothers to write a lullaby together 
(launching 2017-18 season).
